The first, or ready-to-use paint, is in- 
tended to be applied as we send it 
out, for finishing-coat work, and to be 
thinned from 10 to 25 per cent with 
pure linseed when used for priming, or 
first-coat work. 

The ik paste - form ' ' of Sun - Proof 
Paint is the white paint before it is 
thinned. The Pattons call it Sun- 
Proof Master Painters 1 Finishing 
White, or Sun-Proof M. P. F. White 
for short. Many painters prefer paint 
in this shape because painters fre- 
quently like to add the oil and drier 
themselves. 

The ready-for-use or Mixed Paint, is 
tinted to the desired shade when it leaves 
the factory. The white paste must be 
tinted by the party applying it. The 
Patron scheme for doing this tinting 
makes this very easy to do. How to 
do the tinting yourself is explained in 
the Sun-Proof Master Painters' tint 
ing card. 

Which is the Best to Use? 

If your facilities for mixing paint are 
equal to the paint factory's, then it does 
not make any difference which form of 






the Sun-Proof Paint you buy. If you 
are not so equipped, the ready-for-use 
paint is the best for you. 

In a case where the painter who is to 
apply the paint* is strongly opposed to 
using mixed paints, then be sure to get 
the paste form, and be very careful to 
secure pure linseed oil to thin the paint.

The "Directions** Referred to in the 
Guarantee are as follows: 

This guarantee is not intended to em- 
brace our paints on unseasoned Southern 
vellow, Norway, or green, sappy pine, or 
impossible conditions, as, for example, 
a building subjected to strong sulphur or 
ammonia fumes in certain manufactur- 
ing districts, or severe exposure in alkali 
deserts and tropical lands. It is un- 
necessary to say, perhaps, that even un- 
der such adverse circumstances as these 
just cited Patton's Sun-Proof Paints will 
stand wonderfullv welt. But this guar- 
antee covers all the usual cases of hoy 
painting. 

In applying our Sun-Proof Paint we 
insist on the following sensible direc- 
tions being conscientiously complied 
with : 

First, on new work the structure must 
be thoroughly dry— not merelv on the 
surface, but back of it. Do hot rush 
paint onto a building that has been r 
cently soaked with rain, or where the 
lumber is still green. When the dews 
are heavy, do not begin to paint until 
ample time has been allowed for the sun 
to dry the dew. Cover all knots and 
sappy places with pure Shellac Varnish. 

If the foregoing directions have been 
carefully followed, the surface is readv 
lor the foundation or priming coat. 
This is the most important of the paint 
coats. Use the Sun-Proof Paint for this

purpose, largely reduced with pure lin- 
seed oil. Many make the mistake of 
priming with cheap ochres or adulterated 
oil or both. This may make a surface 
that paint can never be made to hold on. 
Putty nail holes and the like after the 
priming coat has been put on, not before. 
Give the priming coat plenty of time to 
harden, but we do not recommend the 
practice of priming a house say in the 
spring and then waiting six months or a 
year to finish the work. 

For finishing coat work the paint 
should not be too heavy to work freely. 
Our liquid, or ready-for-use paint, is 
just right for finishing work. 

In applying Patton's Sun-Proof Paint 
on buildings which have been painted 
before, the method of procedure is the 
same as on new work. The danger in 
painting on old paint is from the old 
paint itself. Use great care in remov- 
ing all loose or peeling paint, Burning 
off such places is sometimes necessary, 
but a scraping knife and sandpaper is 
usually sufficient. The new steel scrub- 
bing brushes are also valuable for this 
purpose. If the old paint is not through 

aling, or if loose old paint is left, it 
will come off later and carry the good 
paint with it We do not guarantee the 
old paint* so see to it that this danger is 
removed. 

And now a suggestion of great im- 
portance: Brush the Paint in. You 

nnot brush a good paint too much. 
A paint must be well brushed to wear. 






If well brushed an endless number of 
coats may be put on and there will never 
be any peeling. To illustrate: One of 
our friends points out that doors or other 
places used for "working out*' paint 
brushes, being surfaces where paint- 
clean brushes, that such surfaces some- 
times have hundreds of coats of paint 
and peeling is unknown. This is po- 
live proof of the necessity of brushing 
it in. 

See to it that the linseed oil used is 
absolutely pure l\ you are in doubt 
about it, tell us the brand, or, better, 
send us a sample of it. Paint cannot 
wear unless pure linseed oil is use 
Use the pure boiled linseed and n 
add drier. The boiled oil will dry the 
paint fast enough; the causes of paint 
blistering are too much drier in the oil 
or the wrong surface, or applying paint 
too thick. 

Use plenty of oil in reducine paint for 
use. It is much better to have the pail 
too thin than too thick—it will peel if 
too heavy. Go bv the directions on each 
package.
